English Influence to Be Used to Induce 
the Chilians to Give Satisfaction to the 
Americans—The ‘*‘Thunderer’’ Growle— 
Warships That Could Be Sent to Chili 
—The Boston. 


Lonpon, Oct. 26.—The newsof tie critical 
relations between the United States and 
Chili has excited lively interest here, espe- 
cially in circles interested in South American 
trade. As English capital virtually controls 
the nitrate deposits, and is established in 
that contro] more firmly than ever by the re- 
sult of the war, there is a general desire on 
the part of those interested for peace. War 
between the United States and Chill would 
mean, sooner or later, a blockade of Chilian 
ports and interfere with the foreign trade. 
The English nitrate princes, of whom Col. 
North is the chief ,don’t object to the Chilians 
hating the Americans and boycotting Ameri- 
can trade, but they do object to a war that 
would interfere with English trade. It is 
thought probable that English influence will 
be used to induce the Chillansto give satis- 
faction to the Americahs. 

In discussing the matter the Times says

The 


Secretary of State Resumes His 
Official Duties. 


HE CALLS ON THE PRESIDENT EARLY 
THIS MORNING, 


Once More at the Helm of the Ship of 
State—The War Records Board Makes 
Ite Annual Report to the Secretary of 
War—Washington News and Notes in 
General. 


Wasninotow, D. 0., Oct. %.—Secretary 
Blaine this morning resumed the discharge 
of his duties as Secretary of State. He rose 
early and soon after breakfast went over to 
the White House. Secretary Tracy soon 
joined him there and together they had a 
long Consultation with the President. It was 
nearly noon when Secretary Blaine left the 
White House and walked over to the 
Department of State, He entered 
his private office and plunged 
at once into business. Orders were given to 
admit ho persons not connected with the 
Department and the Secretary began to hear 
reports from the Assistant Secretaries and 
other officials of the department. Nearly all 
bad matters to bring to his attention and the 
Secretary entered upon their consideration 
with zeal, in this way picking up many of the 
details of business that are now before 


the Department. Assistant Secretary 
Wharton, who has been acting Secretary of 
State during Secretary Biaine’s absence, re- 
turned this morning from a fiying trip to 
New York, to find the Secretary at the helm 
ofthe ship of state. There appeared to be 
no official news at the departments respect- 
ing the latest phase of the Chilian trouble. 
Nothing had been received from Commodore 
Schley and Secretary Tracy sent word that 
there was nothing to communicate upon the 
subject. 


INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM, 


A FEELING IN FAVOR OF IT SAID TO BB

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 


IMPORTANT DECISION IN THE M., K. & T. BR. RB, 
LAND CASES.

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- OIRCUIT ATTORNEY CLOVER FURNISHED 
WITH THE NAMES OF VIOLATORS. 


Corporations Which Have Not Complied 
With the Provisions of the Legislative 
Acts Against Pools, and Foreign Cor- 
porations Will Be Made to Answer— 
Over 500 Firms to Be Prosecuted. 


The last session of the Legislature dist in- 
guished itself by a series of enactments con- 
cerning pools, trusts, combinations, corpora- 
tions and stock companies. The three acts 
passed were approved in the early part of 
last April and will soon begin to bear fruit. 
Prosecuting Attorney Ashley C. Clover has 
received instructions from Secretary of State 
Lesueur to prosecute all w have failed to 
comply with the requirements of the acts, 
and has been furnished with several lengthy 
lists of delinquents. 

The first measure jis entitled ‘‘an act pro- 
viding for the punishment of pools, trusts 
and conspiracies to control prices.’’ It pro- 
vides that any corporation organized under 
the laws of this orany other State or coun- 
try for transacting any kind of business or 
any partnership association, who shall create 
or enter into any pool, trust or agree- 
ment to regulate or fix the price 
of any article of merchandise, or any agree- 
mentor combination or contract to fix or 
limit the amount or quality of any article to 
be sold, mined or produced or maintained in 
this State, shall be deemed guilty of a con- 
spiracy to defraud, and shall be subject to a 
penalty of $100 for each day it shall continue 
to do so,’”’ .

HAD NO PUBLIC OFFICE. 

The second meastre is an act requiring for- 
eign corporations or bodies incorporated un- 
derany other laws than those of Missouri 
who are doing business inthis Stateto have 
a ublic office at which to transact its 
business, subjecting it to certain conditions 
and requiring it to file articles of incorpora- 
tion or cliarter and to pay taxes and fees. 
Among the conditions imposed are that the 
corporation shall transact no other business 
than that set forth in the filed articles; that 
they shall not hold real estate for a longer 
period than six years, nor mortgage any 
property they may hold to the disadvantage 
ofdebtors in this State. Insurance com- 
paniesand railroads who have heretofore 
run lines through the State are exempt from 
the requirements ofthis law. The penaity 
for failing to comply with the requirements 
of the law after notification from the Secre- 
tary of State is $1,000. There are thirty-one 
Gelinguents under this law.

Eigin & Waltham Watch Club 
Co., Gold Spring Distilling Co., Kansas & Texas Coal 
Co., Mary Murphy Mining Co., Aztec Mining Co., 
Household Sewing Machine Co., Cleveland Co-Oper- 
ative Stove Co., American Tack Co, 
THE THIRD MEASURE.

RIVALS THE DEAD SEA. 


Wonderful Salt Lake Discovered in the 
Hawalian Islands. 

SANFRANCISCO, Oct. 26.—A wonderful lake 
named Alia Paakai has been discovered on 
the Hawalian Isiands. The waters are more 
salt than those of the Dead Sea. Samples of 
the water have been recently analyzed in the 
laboratory of Oahu College with results of 
peculiar as well as scientific interest. The 
water, which in dry weather deposits salt 
abundantly, is, of course, saturated brine, 
yet differs essentially from the brine obtained 
by evaporation of ordinary sea wa- 


ter. The difference is strikingly shown by 
merely mixing the two clear fluids, when a 
copious deposit immediately forms of sul- 
phurate of lime, so that the mixture almost 
solidifies. The sea water contains sulphurate 
of magnesia in abundance, but scarcely any 


lime, while the salt lake waters contain chlo- 


ride of calcium, ime salt, with only a trace 
of sulphurate, 

In composition the water of Alia ap- 
proaches closely to that of the Dead Sea. The 
analysis shows that it contains at present 
more saline matter than has ever been re- 
ported from the Dead Sea. The specific 
gravity of the water even at a temperature 
of 80 deg, Fahrenheit, is 1256, at standard 
temperature it would, of course, be higher. 
The waterof the Dead Sea is considerably 
lighter, its specific gravity having been 
found by different observers to range from 
1.18 (Lynch) to 1.2400 (Lavoisier). The most 
remarkable peculiarity of the water is the 
excessive quantity of lime it carries, This 
should give it peculiar medical virtues.

THE VALPARAISO INCIDENT. 

It is not a credible story thatour Govern- 
ment will make the assault of a Valparaiso 
mob upon sailors belonging to the Ameri- 
can man-of-war Baltimore the occasion of 
a demand upon Chili for an apology and 
for a pecuniary indemnity to the families 
of the sufferers. 

The crews of ships of war in foreign 
ports are not exempt from local law when 
on shore, as they are when on voard their 
vessels. The Baltimore’s sailors, when 
they went ashore on leave, were as sub- 
ject to local law and police control as so 
many American travelers would have 
been, and as much bound to depend on the 
local law and police for protection from 
violence. They were, as Secretary 
BLAINE taught the Italian Government in 


to just such protection as the Chilian Gov- 
ernment affords to its own citizens or 
friendly sojourners and could claim no 
more indemnity for mob violence than can 
Chilians who suffer therefrom. 

The substance of Capt. SCHLEY’s re- 
port, as given to the public by Secretary 
TRACY, shows that the mob was a sudden 
and unexpected outbreak of Valparaiso 
toughs, and that the police and some sail- 
ors from Chilian men-of-war interfered for 
the protection of our sailors. There is not 
the slightest evidence that the Chilian au- 
thorities are in any way to blame, or 
that they will be at ail remiss 
in proceeding against the perpetrators 
of the outrage. To treat such an incident 
as an insult to our flag calling for an act of 
humiliating redress on the part of the 
Chilian Government, and to hold that 
Government responsible for it, would bea 
gratuitously insulting and truculent pro- 
ceeding on the part of the United States. 

In vieweLthefTecent New Orleans inci- 
dent and BLAINE’s reply to RUDINI on the 
subject, we are hardly in a position to 
make a Rudini fuss over the Valparaiso 
mob. Moreover, about all the satisfaction 
we are likely to get out of it will 
be a politely worded explanation 
from Chili that her Government 
regrets its inability to prevent occasional 
mob outbreaks, such ag are very common 
in the United States; that all it can dois 
to proceed against mob crimes according 
to law and trustto time and legal re- 
straints to allay the bitterness excited in 
the Chilian populace against the United 
States by the extraordinary behavior of 
our Minister and our Government’s ap- 
parent approval of the same.

TWO NEW LEADS STRUCK IN THE DARK PIT OF SCHOOL- 
~ BOARD CROOKEDNESS. 


Some Startling Facts About 


the Sale of the Polytechnic 


and of School-Board Stoves. 


_ — 


POLYTECHNIC SALE. 


A portion of the story of the sale of the 
Polytechnic Building for $120,000 to R. §. 
Brookings was told in yesterday’s Posrt- 
DisPaTcH. The inside history of that sub 
rosa transaction and the quarter of a million 
steal connected with it has never been told. 


Committee prior to his ascend@ney to the 
Presidency and well knew the vglue of that 
piece of property and was comyersant with 
the various offers'that had been made from 
time to time, 

The late Judge Daly made a determined ef- 
fort to buy the property ten years ago fora 
syndicate, and made an offer at that time of 
$180,000, which was re fused by the board with 
considerable asperity. Two years before the 
legerdemain act of President Millerand hisi 
associates a syndicate offered the board 
$210,000 cash for the property, and the sum 
was thought away below thevalue. The in- 
tention of the syndicate was to remodel the 
interior of the building and turn it intoan 
office building. It would make an excellent 
building for that purpose, and has been re- 
garded with longing eyes by real estate men 
for many years. 

President Miller engineered the whole 
thing. To attain a full understanding offthe 
situation itis necessary to read the resolu- 
tion authorizing the sale, and upon this reso- 
lution, the non-compliance with the rules 
and the charge of conspiracy now made, 
rests a proposed attempt to recover the prop- 


erty, for lawyers assert that the sale will not 
stand a legal test. 
HOW IT WAS DONE. 

On the night of Aug. 12, 1890, the Lands and 
Leasing Committee had reported, and the 
building andall other committees had re- 
ported and the meeting was about to adjourn. 
Macklin, Bosley, Aulerand Bartholdt had 
retired from the rooms ,in order to break 
the quorum an prevent , the 
O’Connor contingent from rushing through 
the iniquitous Colored School No. 1 Fuller & 
Warren contract. There were but nineteen 
members of the board at that timeand it re- 
quired twelve members, a majority of the 
twenty-one elected, to form aquorum and 
transact business. There were but sixteen 
members present at the opening of the meet- 
ing, Dozier, McEntire and Richardson being 
on leave. When Auler, Macklin, Bartholdt 
and Bosley walked out twelve remained, But 
Messrs. Brady and Koentg left the room be- 
fore the Polytechnic Building resolution was 
sprung, so that just ten membDers were pres- 
ent, 


Just before adjournment Director Barstow 
arose and in a voice sv low, it is alleged, that 
not all of the members heard him, read the 
cap teens | typewritten resolution, prepared 
by President Miller upon his own office type- 
writer: 

Whereas, The board is put to a large expense an- 
me acne in keeping the Polytechnic Building suffi- 
clentiy well repaired to allow of its being occupied 
by the Branch High School, Public Library and offi- 
ces of the board; and, 

Whereas, the jocation of said building renders-it 
unfit for the purposes for which itis used and par- 
ticularly objectionable for school purposes on ac- 
count of ite surroundings and its insecurity in event 
of fire; therefore, be it _ 

Resolved, That in ease an offer of one-?tindred and 
twenty thousand dollars ($120,000) is made the 
board for said property the same be accepted on the 
following conditions, to-wit: 

. That the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
earnest money be deposited in the hands of the sec- 
retary as evidence of good faith on the part of the 
purchaser. 

2. That a first payment of twenty thousand dollars 
$20,000) be required upon execution of a contract 
or @ deed. the balance, one hundred thousand 

thousand ($100,000), to be paid in two years. 

That the board be allowed to retain possession 
of the property for two years from the date of the 
execution of such contract, free of expense, except 
so far as repairs may bé needed to keep the building 
in suitable condifion, 

. That the board enter into a contract with the 
proposed purchaser whereby it shall bind itself to 
execute and deliver to said proposed purchaser a 
warranty deed at the expiration of two years from 
the date of said contract and upon payment by said 
purchaser of the sum of-one hundred thousand 
Gonlare ($100,000) at the time of the delivery of such 

eed. 


Mr. Holmes seconded the resolution and 
the minutes state the resolutions was 
adopted ‘tunanimously.’’ 

In spite of the alleged unanimous passage 
of the resolution, several of the members 
were absent. At the next mosting of the 
board, Director Macklin protested and 
strove to have the minutes corrected so as to 
show that himselfand associates werejabsent, 
but President Miller refused to entertain the 
motion, and ape Macklin’s appealing from 
the decision. of the chair, the fring sustained 
the President. It was necessary to show by 
the minutes that a quorum was present and 
voting forthe iniquitous measure, even al- 
though certain members were absent. 

On the morning of Aug. 18, at a very early 
hour, and before Secretary Player had got 
down, President Miller was at the Poly- 
technic Building with Robert 8. Brookings. 
The instant Secretary Piayer got down the 
$10,000 earnest money was paid over, a con- 
tract for the deed was at once made out and 
the final payment made before Macklin and 
his associates could apply to the courts for a 
restraining measure, ifany such action had 
been contemplated. 

IT WAS ILLEGAL, 

Itisnow charged by certain parties that 
the sale was illegal, no quorum voting for the 
steak. Secondly, because, under the ru'es of 
the board, allaction on matters of this nature 
must go over for final acti6n at the next suc- 
ceeding meeting, andin this case no motion 
was madeto suspend the rules, so hurried 
wgre the conspirators; because the property 
was not offered for sale to the highest bidder 
after due advertisement; and lastly, because 
the whole affair was a conspiracy. 

There is do doubt that a new board, if 
an honest one, will refuse totransfer the 
building, and it is probable that the courts 
will set aside the contract fora deed. : 

The Polytechnic building is among ie best 
constructed buildings in thecity. Its foun- 
dations are of eat depth and wonderful 
solidity. Itcan made Tire-proof by brick- 
ing between the floors, It is in every way 
as large as the new buliding that ts being put 
up, and is certainly in a much more desirable 
spot. Competent authorities deny that the 
new building will be in any way more com.- 
modious or tter adapted to the wants of 
the department than the Polytechnic, which 
coulda easily have been altered to meet every 
requirement. 

Nothing illustrates better the iniquity of 
the sale of the valuable property of the Poly- 
technic pullding for $120,000 than the fact that 
the vacant lot opposite, on the northwest 
corner of Seventh and Chestnut streets, was 
bought by Ellis Wainwright from Daniel Cat- 
lin for $125,000. The piece of property Is of 
the same dimensions as the Polytechnic, 
The Polytechnic property is valued Ri 4 com-

SALE OF SCHOOL-BOABD STOVES. 


Mr, Heary Condon, a brother-in-law of 
School Director Edward J, O’Oonnor, is. in 
possession of evidence that makes a viVidly 
interesting chapter of School Board history. 
Mr. Condon was once an employe of the 
board, and it was he who preferred the 
charges against ex-Engineer Wm, Lee 
in December last, resulting in the 
resignation of that officer from 
the School Board service, The 
full evidence in the case, as submitted by 
Mr. Condon to the. sub-committee investi- 
gating the charges against Lee, has never 
been published. Mr. Condon has supplied 
the Pogr-DisPaTcH with that evidence, and 
it is to-day made public for the first time, 

While the facts gathered by Condon were 
ntended solely to secure the conviction and 
dismissal of Engineer Lee from the School 
Board, they have a far wider scope than 
that. Told as a consecutive story, they 
reveal a startlingly loose condition 
of affairs in the board service 
that could not have existed without the 
knowledge and consent of*schoo!l directors. 
They show that School Board property was 
handled with utte? disregard of the fact that 
such property, paid for by the people, be- 
longed only and exclusively to the public 
schools. They show that property bought 
for the public schools and paid for out of the 
public school treasury, was often diverted, 
free of charge, to the private use of 
certain persons who had no claim for same. 
And they show also that while Engineer Lee 
suffered for his action in this connection 
there has apparently been no benefit real- 
ized to the school treasury in the way of 
payment forthe public school property thus 
given away. 

THE CONDON CHARGES. ' 

In the published minutes of the board 
dated Dec, 9, 1890, there appear specifications 
of the cbarges made by Mr. Condon against 
Engineer Lee under date of Oct. 16, 1890, The 
engineer is charged therein with having 
received the money realized from 
sundry sales of old iron, brass, 
sheet lead, varnish, etc., during 1888-88; with 
having received at his residence certain 
school property; with having caused to be 
delivered to the residence of others certain 
other property of the public schools; with 
having removed property from certain 
schools; with using School Board wagons for 
his own family use, and forexpress purposes; 
with having caused schoo! laborers to do cer- 
tain work at his residence and at 
the residences of certain other parties, 
including a school principal, and with 
having ‘‘broken up furnaces and sold them 
for old iron that were equally as good as 
my now fn use and the same witb brass fit- 

ngs. 

The investigating sub-committee, to whom 
the Condon charges were submitted, com- 
posed of School Director Henry Bus, Walter 

. McEntire and E. J. O’Connor, reported on 
same that while the evidence failed to estab- 
lish any acts of dishonesty on the part of Lee, 
it showed that the affairs of the 
office were most loosely con- 
ducted, and the committee accordingly 
recommended ‘ta complete and 
thorough change in the manner of conduct- 
ing affairs in the Engineer’s office.’’ With 
that recommendation the affair was appar- 
ently dropped, Engineer Lee tendering his 
resignation, to take effect Jan. 1, 1891. 

AN INTERESTING SUMMARY. 

Mr. Condon has sopetes the Post- DISPATCH 
with the full story told by him during the Lee 
investigation. According to that story,there 
has been shown a freedom in  dig- 
posing of school property which 
amounts almost to indiscriminate 
‘‘looting’’ of the schools. How it could have 
heen carried on without coming tothe know!l- 
edge of the directors of the district in which 
the ‘‘removals’’ of property occurred, ts an- 
Other of the mysteries of School Board an- 
nals. An especially active system of ‘‘loot- 
ing’’ seemed to prevall as regards stoves and 
heating apparatus. Under this head Mr. 
Condon supplies the following list of ‘‘re- 
movals’’ made by Engineer Lee, which was 
submitted as part of the evidence in the cage, 
put which has never been published: 

One No. 17 ‘‘Irondale’’ stove, Excelsior 
Manufacturing Co., went to his son in-law 
Mullen’s feed store, on Franklin avenue. 

One No. 121 ‘‘Rattler’’ stove, Missouri Stove

Lee’s residence,

adopted son by lavish gifts. She gave him 
$100,000 when he married her niece, Miss Crit- 
tenden, and afterwards presented to him a 
handsome and very valuable country seat in 
Menlo Park, 

It is to her that he owes his remu- 
nerative position with the Southern Pacific. 
When Searles married Mrs. Hopkins Timoth 
looked on him with jealous eyes. He passe 
criticisms on the affair which reached the 
ears Of the elderly bride, He made com- 
ments on the difference in the ages of the 
contracting parties and hinted that Searles 
was a money hunter, 

In July, 1988, eight months after the wed- 
ding, Mrs. Searles made her last will and tes- 
tament, The fortunate youth on whom in 
his ch.idhood she had cast pitying eyes was 
deposed for the fortunate decorator who 
found favor with her. She left her whole es- 
tate, without reserve, to Searles, and only 
mensionee Timothy Hopkins’ name in saying 
of him: 

**The omission to provide for my adopted 
son ig intentional.’’ 

The case came up in the Salem (Mass,) 
Attempts had previously 
been made to compromise, and it was said 
that young Hopkins was offered $5,000,000 to 
drop the case. But he held out for his full 
share and forced the fighting.

Dur- 
ing 1883, the same year he first met her, as he 
testifies, Mrs. Hopkins proposed marriage to 
himat the Windsor Hotelin thiscity, She 
was then 68 years of age and he 42. He did 
mot accept the proposal, but took time to 
meditate upon it, and a year after, in Decem- 
ber, 1884, at the same hotel he pro ed mar- 
riage on his side, and she accepted the offer. 
Three years later the marriage took place, 
he being occupied meanwhile with 
the superintendence of the erection of a 
magnificent house for herat Great Barring- 
ton. Mr. Searles says that he entered into it 
from romantic rather than interested 
motives, ‘‘I married Mrs. Hopkins,’’ he 
testified on Tuesday, ‘‘for herself and not for 
money, I married her for love.’’

His complexion is 
dark, with a heavy, daintily trimmed,almost 
black mustache. When he smiles he shows 
regular white teeth.

| ILLINOIS CATTLE 


Some Lessons Taught by the County 
re : 


REMARKABLE ‘IMPROVEMENT IN THE 
GRADE OF STOCK. 


Marked Change in the Manner in Which 
Stock-Raising Is Oonducted — The 
Quantity Out Down and the Quality 
Improved—Effects Upon the Markets— 
High-Grade Cattle the Rule. 


BLoomiIncTron, Ill., Oct. 26.—There have 
Deen a great number of fairs held in the cen- 
tral part of the State during the past few 
weeks, and a most remarkable display of fine 
cattle has been made. But although the av- 
erage showed a marked improvement in 
quality, the almost universal testimony of 
cattlebreeders was that a combined effort 
was being made to cut downthe number of 
low and medium grade tattle. The course of 
the cattle market during the last two or three 
years, and the increase in the value of farm- 
ing lands has led to the conviction that land 
can be used more profitably than for grazing 

urposes. Consequently there has been a gen- 
eral movement in the direction of cutting off 
the source of supply. A most unusual pro- 
portion of the sales for beef has been cows, 
and to-day on many of the largest stock 
farms in the State, very few cows are to be 
found, those retained being principally pedi- 
greed animals. The result has been a marked 
diminution in the bpirth-rate, and a still 
more marked improvement in the quality of 
the calves. The farmersare rapidly ceasing 
to compete with the grass-fed range cattle, 
and are devoting their attention to raising 
fine stock. From this several results have 
arisen, not the least among which is the im- 
provement of the cattle market. Instead of 
erly the case, 
there is now a good demand for beef cattle, 
and prices are such that a handsome profit is 
obtained by the breeders. This is admitted 
to be due to the course pursued in 
cutting off the source of supply. Another 
advantage, and one of great importance, is 
the rapid improvement in the grade of 
Illinois cattle. In selling parts of herds the 
poorer animals were chosen and those of 
better breed retained, The result is seen in 
the finest set of calves that have ever been 
bred in Illinois. There is no doubt that in a 
few years this State will produce the finest 
cattle in the country. What was regarded as 
a great misfortune to the farmers, the de- 
cline in the price of beef, seems likely to 
prove to have been a blessing in disguise. 


EAST 8ST. LOUIS. 


The First Church Building Erected in 
the City Burned To-Day. 


The first church building erected in East St. Louis 
was destroyed by fire to-day. It 
was a one-story frame structure put 
up by the Methodists in 1845.

The Pasteur Treatment Failed to Prove 
Effective. 

Mr. W. R. North, Equitable Building, this 
city, received a telegram to-day announcing 
the death from hydrophobia of his half 
brother, Mr. Richard Morton, at Colum- 
bia, 8S. C., at 6:30a. m. yesterday. Mr. Mor- 
ton was bitten by a mad dogin July last and 
was taken within twenty-four hours to 


the Pasteur Institute in New York 
city. While there the patient was 
accompanied b Mr. North, who 
remained with him’ to cheer him. Mr. 
Morton took eighteen days’ treatment and 
felt confident as did his friends that he would 
be cured, although the seven wounds on the 
arm were so large that the inoculation with 
the poison was complete.

Hethrew out his 
arm to protect himself and just then fell 
backward over a drain. The animal seized 
the extended arm which was terribly lacer- 
ated. When the attack came on the symp- 
tomsof hydrophobia, such as the. panting 
noise,etc., were all present but not in so vio- 
lent a degree as is usual.

PLAYER'S DECISION. 


District Democratic Nominees Not to Go 
Under the Regular Caption. « 


CHAIRMAN ESTES TAKES ISSUE WITH 
THE 8CHOOL BOARD SECRETARY. 


The Candidates Affected May Institute 
Mandamus Proceedings—The Republi- 
can Ticket Will Appear in One Place on 
the Ballot—Secretary Player Gives His 
Reasons—Campaign Notes. 


The Democratic district candidates for the 
School Board will not be placed under the 
regular Democratic caption of the official 
ballot. 

This announcement was made this morn- 
ing by Secretary James Y. Player of the 
School Board whose duty it is 
under the law and board rules to 
make up the official ticket. This decision 
affects John Brady of the Second District, 
A. J. Shumate, Eighth District; M. F. Healy, 
Eleventh District, and J. R. Kinealy, Four- 
teenth District. These candidates in addl- 
tion totheir electors’ petition presented cer- 
tificates as regular Democratic nominees. 
All of the certificates were  ap- 
proved of by ail the delegates 
who represented the districts concerned in 
the Democratic Convention, excepting that 
presented by M. F. Healy of the Eleventh 
District. That district is composed of the 
Nineteenth and Twenty-first Wards. In the 
convention the Nineteenth had nine dele- 
gates andthe Twenty-first but eight. The 
latter ward refused to go intoa district con- 
vention,and the Nineteenth cast its nine votes 
for Healy, This nomination was challenged by 
John Fleming, the Democratic Committee- 
man ofthe Twenty-first Ward, and Director. 
John W. O’Connell presented a_ protest’ 
against the publication of Shumate’s name 
under the regular Democratic caption. The 
committeemen and delegates from the Sec- 
ond and Fourth Wardsagreed on Brady for 
the Second District, and the Fourteenth and 
Sixteenth Wards, comprising the O’Con- 
nell district, decided upon Shumate. 

. SECRETARY PLAYER’S REASONS. 

When asked this morning for his reasons 
for such a conclusion Mr. Player said that the 
Democratic convention called by the Central 
Committee was for the sole purpose of nomi- 
nating six directors atlarge and no other 
candidates.‘*The convention,’’ he said, ‘‘was 
called by authority and on the resolution 
of the Central Committee for that purpose 
and no other. The convention adjourned 
without reconsidering the action of the City 
Committee, and no district nominations were 
made or accepted while it wasinsession. A 
resolution offeredin the convention to author- 
ize the making of district nominations there 
was even voted down. 

Mr. Player then referred to sections 2, 3, 5 
and 6 of the board rules based on the election 
law in suppoit of his position.. These sec- 
tions read as follows: 

Sec. 2. Any convention of delegates, or any pri- 
mary election, as hereinafter defined by Secs. 5 and 
6, held forthe purpose of making nominations for 
directors of this Board, may nominate candidates. 
Said nomination shall be made by filinga certificate 
of nomination, executed and acknowledged before a 
notary public with the same formalities as an instru- 
ment affecting real estate. 

Sec. 3.—The certificate of nomination, which may 
consist of one or more writings, shall contain the 
name of the person nominated, his residence, occu- 
Ee. and also the name and address of each signer. 

he certificate may also designate by name the party 
or principle which such nominee shall represent. 

Sec. 5. A convention of delegates, within the 
meaning of above sec. 2,is a convention of dele- 
gates of any organized party, which at the last 
school election for directors, or at the last National 
State or city election, polied as a party at least $ 
— cent of the,entire vote castin the city district 

or which the nomination is made. 

Sec. 6. A primary election, within the meaning 
of said sec. 2, isanelection held withinthe city 
or district, as the case may be, by members of any 
political faith, for the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for director. 

Continuing he said there were no primary 
elections held -to nominate such district 
candidates, and that the delegates who sat in 
the general convention to nominate direc- 
tors at-large had no power to make such 
nominations. Mr. Player also referred to At- 
torney Stark’s opinion in the controversy 
between the Silk and Hoodlum factions of 
the Republican Committee and quoted the 
following: 

There isin the rules of the board governing eiec- 
tions no reference to central committees (except as 
to the powers to fill vacancies on party tickets) or 
other party machinery except the provisions con- 
cerning primary elections and conventions. Hence 
Ido notsee how any set of gentiemen can impose 
upon you the responsibility of determining between 
contestants on the purely partisan question of the 
right or qualification of any number of gentlemen as 
a committee to manage the external affairs of a party. 
Your authority is derived solely from the rules of the 
board, and they do not impose upon you any duty in 
connection with such matters.’’ 

CHAIRMAN ESTES DIFFERS. 

When informed of Secretary Player’s rul- 
ing, Chairman Estes of the Democratic Com- 
mittee, said he did not agree with him. ‘‘In 
my judgment,’’ he said, ‘‘the courts will not 
uphold Mr. Player if the matter is brought to 
a test. The Democratic Oity 
Central Committee is the proper 
agent and representative ofthe Democratic 
party, and any action which the committee 
may take with reference to candidates and 
the manner of their nomination shall be con- 
sidered binding and final unless disapproved 
of by the party itself in convention as 
sembied, ‘he Democratic Central Commit- 
tee adopteda resolution ata meeting held 
Oct. 15 to the effect that the committee should 
call a convention for the purpose of nominat- 
ing six candidates for directors-at- 
large for the School Board and 
also adopted another resolution thatin so far 
as district nominations were concerned the 
districts should be left to the guidance of the 
two committeemen of the two wards compos 
ing each district where there were vacancies 
to be filed. It was further agreed that 
whatever action such committeemen might 
take with reference to district nominees 
would be acceptable to the committee. The 
convention on the Iljth by a decisive 
majority vote determined not to make district 
nominations, mgood indorsing and giving 
vitality to the resolution which had been 
adopted two days before by the committee. 
Then the two committeemen for each of three 
districts, as I have been informed. in 
accord with the resolution of the Central Com- 
mittee determined to leave the selection of 
district nominees as representatives of the 
Democratic party to the delegates which had 
been chosen from their respective wards to 
the convention, This action was perfectly in 
accord with the resolution of the City Com- 
mittee and therefore, in my opinion, 
the nominations made by such 
delegates should be considered regularly 
Democratic. The nominations I refer to 
were madein the Second, BR and Four- 
i ter ipee chp en I hold, legal,and 
shou eso recognized by the Secretary of 
the School Board.’’ r 

COMMITTEE WILL NOT ACT. 


**Willthe committee take any action?’’ he 
was asked.

THE KNOW-NOTHING SOCIETY WILL INTERFERE 
IN THE SCHOOL ELECTION. 
The ‘‘American Protective Association,’ 
the new Nationalistic Society formed to re- 
sist alleged Roman Catholic encroachments 
on the public s¢hool system, is using its in- 
fluence in the school election. This 
is the organization which was 
exposed at Council Bluffs yes- 
terday, and which is known up there as the 
‘*White Caps.’’ The story is telegraphed

The ‘‘American Protective Association’’ is

White to St. Louis last 
spring. That movement yielded the ‘‘Amer- 
ican Protective League,’’ but the 
League didn’t fill the bill’’ of the Nationalists 
and the Society under consideration, was the 
result, During the summer the work of 
proselytism has been industriously urged 
and the Post- DISPATCH 1s enabled 
to state on trustworthy authority 
that there is a lodge in nearly 
every ward in the city; in some wards there 
are several, and the total membership is 
nearly 10,000, and it is rapidly growing.

for Debt. :

NEW TROUBLES FOR THE STREET RAIL- 
WAY MILLIONAIRE. 


The Claim Now in the Hands of a New 
York Lawyer to Be Collected in a Novel 
Manner—Something of the Early His- 
tory of the Cable Car Man—Description 
of the Mausoleum. 


New Yor«K, Oct. 26.—There isa good story 
afloat about street railway magnate Charles 
T. Yerkes. Yerkes, whoowns mostof the 
vast cable and horsecar system of Chicago 
and is constantly and victoriously warring 
with its Common Council, wasan every-day 
young man of Philadelphia twenty years ago. 
In those days Mr. Yerkes had his eyes opento 
the main chance just ashe has now. He 
heard of an opportunity in New Hampshire 
and proceeded to investigate. This timg it 
was a gold mine. 

Just about the time of the nationai panic in 
1873 New Hampshire was ina fever of excite- 
ment over the discovery of gold near Lisbon, 
a little town in that State. J. H. Rae of Lisbon 
got on the inside of a gold mine claimand,it is 
alleged, let in Mr. Yerkes of Philadelphia. 
It was said to bea partnership, in which 
J. H. Rae, C. T. Yerkes and C. T. Yerkes, Jr., 
tried to get rich operating the New Hamp- 
shire Electro-Gold Mining Co. This company 
rented a stamp mill in May, 1873, which be- 
longed toG. W. Davis and H. L. Thayer of 
Littleton, N. H. It was agreed to pay $75 per 
month rent. 

WATCHED HIM GROW. 

When gold did not pan outin payin g quan- 
tities popular ardor burned out. The crusher 
continued tocrush until about Thanksgiving 
ofthat year. There was $225 due. Davis and 
Thayer did not giveuphope. They thought 
Mr. Yerkes was clever and so they watched 
the young man grow. Signs were encourag- 
ing that he might be made to pay, as noone 
else could. Soin March, 1874, action fora 
judgment was commenced in the Supreme 
Judicial Court. The suit dragged along, 
with Charles A. Dale of Lebanon as the de- 
fendant’s allegea counsel. At last, on 
defendant's default, Judgment was rendered 
Oct. 7, 1878. hy Justice George A. Bingham of 
the Supreme Court forthe Western District, 
sitting at Haverhill, against Mr. Yerkes for 
$349.62 damages and costs. That judgment 
was below par for sometime, but as Chicago 
railway stock went up the judgment was 
livelier. When it had grown to be valuable, 
with about thirteen years’ interest due upon 
it, it found its way into the hands of Philip 
Carpenter, an attorney in the Potter Bulid- 
ing, this city. 

Mr. Yerkes was notified of the indebted- 
ness, but afteralong delay his attorneys 
wrote that his connection with the gold min- 
ing company had been but nominal and that 
he had had practically no interest init. It 
was also claimed that he had not been served 
with a process. In short, he would not pay 
the claim. 

LAID IN WAIT FOR HIM. 

It wasn’t worth while to take the case to 
Chicago, so Attorney Carpenter laid in wait 
for Mr. Yerkes in New York. The millionaire 
came and went several times. The Fifth Av- 
enue Hotel was haunted by Mr. Carpenter’s 
process servers, but somebody there always 
gave thetip just in time for Mr. Yerkes to 
keep out of their sight. It was evident Mr. 
Yerkes knew he was wanted, for once, after 
a visit to New York, he wrotea lettertoa 
business man, who had undertaken to do his 
friend Carpenter a turn, and inquired what 
indebtedness he was underto this business 
man, whose name he could not have heard 
except through a detective tip. Mr. Car- 
penter had a quarrel inthe hotel one night 
with Detective Phillips, whom he accused of 
being paid for keeping away his process. 
server. When Mr. Yerkes went to Europe 
last summer he Com escaped service, but 
when he returned Thursday he didn’t. 

Mr. Yerkes was chatting with a group of 
friends when he was tendered a little paper 
recalling that gold mine speculation. He 
accepted it just in time to be the butt of the 
group’s laughter, *‘There, we told you they’ 
got that on you,’’ one and another shouted. 
Mr. Yerkes could only smile. He admitted it 
was one on him. 

Mr. Carpenter searched for some provess? 
of Mr. Yerkes in New York. He read of $55,- 
000 worth of pictures which Mr. Yerkes had 
brought over, and yesterday afternoon a 
sherifi started out to find them. But the 
chances of finding them are not good, as 
Chicago is a port of entry, and they will 
probably go through in bond. 

NOW FOR THE TOMB. 

Mr. Yerkes’ local real estate Consists ofa’ 
little plot of ground in Greenwood Cemetery 
and one of the handsomest mausoleums in 
this country. Itis Just about completed and 
cost, with the lot, $50,000. The unfeeling 
Sheriff of Kings County will get after that 
mausoleum to-day. Hecan levy on it, but he 
can’t take itaway. It’s too big and heavy. 
Mr. Carpenter thinks it is pretty solid secur- 
ity for his debt. 

Mr. Yerkes’ mausoleum has excited great 
interest because its owner lives in Chicago. 
When asked why he selected Greenwood he 
replied: ‘‘Well, Onicago is a good place to 
make money, but New York ts the best place 
a eoege it. { expect some day to settle down 

ere. 

The mausoleum stands on Cypress avenue, 
near the Whitney mausoleum, on the crest 
of Ocean Hill and a short distance from where 
Henry Ward Beecher reposes. 

The Yerkes mausoleum is 50 feet long, 23 
feet wide and 20 feet high, and is built of Ver- 
mont granite, light in color, and capable of 
resisting the greatest pressure owe 
22,000 pounds to the square inch. It is erected 
after the Grecian style ofthe Parthenon. A 

cullar feature of the construction is in the 

act that the gable, frieze and roof are 

made of but nine stones, which aver- 
age each twenty tons in weight. They are so 
‘*‘locked’’ that itis declared they cannot be 
moved yng «4 by turning the buiding upside 
down.

I cannot agree 
with him, and, as proof that I have the 
courage of my convictions, I will give 
$5,000 to see any horse within two 
years trot a mile in 2:0 oon a 
regulation track, such as Cleveland where 
Maud 8, trotted, orany other regulation track 
such as the Buffalo, Rochester and Hartford. 
The late Dr. Herr of Kentucky claimed that 
horses would eventually trotas fast as ever 
recorded in their 3 and 4-year-old form, just 
as runners can run as fast as they can ever 
run in their 8and 4-year-old form. From the 
great develcpment that has been madein 
increasing speed of young colts it would 
appear that Dr. Herr was measurably cor- 
rect in his theory, Gov. Stanford has accom- 
plished more than any other man in the 
country in this direction. The idea originated 
with him of beginning to develop colts when 
only six months old.’’
